Out of th# Reform He Started by the 
Liberation of the M«m m Grew the 
Nihiliet Movement, Which 
Brought 
About Hie Own Death by a Bomb. 


It is a c u ltu s fact. says the Kansas 
City Btar, that one of the greatest re­ 
forms that ever came to R u ssia-tb e 
liberation of the serfs in ISfll—came 
through Alexander II., a man educated 
under the Prussian military system 
Bom in Ibis. the eon of a sternly au­ 
tocratic father, growing tip In an ah 
rn os {be re in which it was looked upon 
ae treason to criticise the corner police­ 
man since be wns n representative of 
the government. Alexander persisted 
in cherishing nmfnterest in all torts of 
humble people. 
H eVam e to the throne In I SNV when 
Russia was floundering waist deep in 
the Crimean war. Russia was defeated 
and demoralized, and it was an unusu­ 
ally aOsrlHous time for men with re 
form Meas to get a bearing, 
rese e 
was made at tbs end of a year ami 
new laws passed enroll raging industry 
and commerce. 
Flans w>re laid for an 
extensive railway system partly to de­ 
velop the natural resources of the 
country and partly to Increase its mili­ 
tary efficiency. 
Then in 1 8 5 8 Alexander received a 
I>etitlon from certain great landowners 
in Lithuania praying for a more satis­ 
factory adjustment of relations t»e 
tween themselves and their serfs 
The 
rear replied with lavish praises of their 
public spirit and assumed that what 
they wanted to do was to improve the 
condition of the serfs, which In point 
of fact was not true at all 
Their peti­ 
tion bad given him an opening. 
Without consulting bla ministers the 
clar caused copies of bls Instructions 
to the governor general of Lithuania to 
be forwarded to the governors of all the 
other Russian provinces, “suggesting* 
that the landowners of their provinces 
might also care to consider emancipa 
ti on of the serfs. 
Local committees 
went to work on the subject. 
There were in Russia at this time 
tome 23,i*Wh<W*> serfs, slaves of the 
soil. 
They could not ba aold away 
from the land on whlrii they were 
bom. but in all ether reaped" their 
bondage was virtually complete. 
The 
czar set the bail rolling by freeing the 
S.* sri,Ron serf* on the tmi*er1al en ates 
The abolition of serfdom was inevlta 
hie, but the landowners tried to stave 
It off as far as possible. They submit­ 
ted a plan for macing the serfs agr! 
cultural ialK>rera. entirely dependent 
u]*on them economically. The crar re 
fused to accept It. 
lf the serfs were 
really to be free be deckled they must 
be able to own land. 
A state loan. 
payable annually at 0 per cent for for 
ty-nlne years, enabled the former serfs 
to buy a certain share of farm land of 
Russia and I * * me (*ea»ant proprtw 
tora. The land wSs beld by the village 
communities and by them apportioned j 
to their members. 
The ukase freeing 
the serf* was p»!bli*ln*d March 8 . 1801. 
Hope flamed very high In Russia at 
that time, and men of the more vlslou 
ary sort looked forward to an Im me 
dlnte Utopia. They were dbapt»oirited. 
of course, and they found that freeing 
the serfs did not cure all the Ills to 
which Rwsalan i’e-h was heir.

T he manner in w hich th** density of 
the smoke screens la regulated during 
n battle is interesting.

proper density?

eye is placed near the top of th.* smoke- 
stack, and it records the exact density 
on electric m eters conveniently located 
In the boiler room. 
This remarkably clever eve is slmpls 
a wire coll of selenium which is car­ 
ried iu a bousing tai the inside of the 
smokestack walla. An electric light, in 
another bousing directly opposite, plays 
its l*eams of light squarely upon the 
w ire Now. selenium, as Is well known, 
ba* the peculiar property of changing 
its resistance to an electric current 
w hen the licht falling upon It cbnng**- 
The weaker the light the greater the 
resistance, and vi- e versa. 
Evidently, then. the denser the smoke 
emitted through the st«> k the .weaker 
the light that gets t hr* ugh tb*» amoke 
from the cie* trio lamp and falls upon 
the se ira turn. 
By connecting th** sele­ 
nium with an electric m eter and the 
►htp'a lighting mains th** electric cur­ 
rent going through th** m eter will be 
lowered by the l n c r ^ e d resistance.

THE PLATE ON THE MUMMY. 


Curious 8tory of a Prophecy That Was 
Fulfilled. 
Visitors at museums often comment 
on the sadness of the present state of 
the 
Egyptian 
mummies 
who 
were 
buried with such great care in hope 
that their rest might never be disturb 
cd. 
But such thoughts never enter the 
minds of natives who pillage their an­ 
cestors' graves, nor do they disturb the 
more civilized explorer. 
To a supersti­ 
tious person, however, a story of a 
mummy that It. Eaton Woodville tells 
in “ Balldom Recollections” might.have 
a sinister meaning. 
After the 111 fated expedition to re­ 
lieve Gordon, W alter Ingram brought 
to London the mummy of an Egyptian 
high priest that lie had Ism ght from an 
Arab near Assuan. 
When he unrolled 
tile mummy he found on its chest a 
gold plate, upon which was Inscribed: 
1 “Ile who disturbs my rest and takes 
me to a distant land shall dir*a violent 
death.

German Prisoner* Freed. 
O ne of th e m ost significant th in g s I 
saw on the trip was the spectacle of 
G erm an prisoners w alking about the 
platform s 
of 
R ussian 
stations 
and 
fraternizing w ith the natives. 
At one 
tow n one of these prisoners took his 
turn at h aran g u in g th e usual crow d of 
discontented. T he burden of this m an's 
pica n o s tiiat he w as uot tieing given 
enough to eat. 
"I get only a pound of m eat a day 
from the bourgeois governm ent!” he 
shrieked. 
“C om rades, think of t h a t— 
only one pound!” 
“Considering you are at perfect lib 
erty.” one of ou r Russian traveling 
passengers rem arked. “It Is doing ra th 
er well for the governm ent to find you 
at d in n e r tim e at all. 
But I suppose 
you m ake it easy for them to find you 
at those tim es.” 
T his crow d w as good natured, and 
they tu rn ed the laugh on th e G erm an. 
At Chita. Siiterin. w here we arrived 
afte r dark, tw o soldiers boarded our 
train, dashed into a co m p artm en t or 
copied by tw o ladles, seized tw o suit 
cases, th rew them out of th e window 
and tried to bolt. 
T he shrieks of the 
ladies sum m oned several 
men, 
who 
blocked escape at both jdatforra*. T h e 
tw o roldiers then ran into th e lava 
tory and were trying to squeeze out 
through th e sm all w indow w hen they 
w ere seized 
T hey w e r t arrested. but 
the baggage of th e ladies w as never 
dtsoovered. 


Smuggled Opium In IT. S Train. 
T he last thing I heard of the Root 
train was th a t at the ctisUans town of 
M anchuria ninety poods of opium were 
found In the planking under the care 
occupied by the A m erican party. 
It 
bad been put there, of course, by smug 
glors in P etrograd before th e Root mis 
sion entered th e train. 
A pond is tb lr 
fy-six (Anglish pounds. 
On the whole. I consider the T ra n s 
Siberian trip decidedly dangeroua at 
present. 
In addition to having our own 
traiu nearly destroyed, we saw w reck­ 
age which Indicated th a t the riotous 
element in Russia had been m ore anc- 
(Cssfill with tw o other traiu* on th!* 
line. 
A few weeks ago it could be said 
that the trip w as uncom fortable, but 
not dangerous. 
T hat, however, can be 
‘•aid no longer. 
It is now unquestton 
ably dangerous and growing m ore ac 
all the time. 
T his Is so I saw use R us­ 
sia's anarchy, which baa Ikhui fairly 
mild, Is fast becoming more virulent. 
One of th e most rem arkable features 
« f this anarchy Is th e liberty it giver 
German p rissier* and other G ernisu 
agents, who seem to be destined to ii© 
come its verv lenders.

Soldiers Force Root to Wait. 


At length, a few hours after this sec 
ond fire, this stone bridge was ready 
for use.

and Other Vegetables

can W om en and Children. 
Th** Davy dep artm en t m ade public 
the reiMirt of the American w arship 
com mander who ream ed from ( ’lipper 
ton island, in the Pacific. some time 
ago, three women aud eight children 
who were the last rem nants of a party 
of Mexican* who w ent to the Island 
with ( aptaln Ram on de Armand of tile 
Mexican arm y to develop It* guano de 
lK)*itH. 
For m ilitary reasons th e n am es of 
the American vessel su d its com m and 
er were not m ade public. 
T h e com ­ 
m a n d er* rejH»rt abow* th a t th e w om en 
and children who w ere rea m ed had 
barely e*< aped starvation, w hile C ap­ 
tain de A m ain! lost hi* life at sea in 
the email tmaf in which he sta rted out 
for help aud th at other m em bers of th e 
p arty died of starvation and scurvy. 
It wa* not until a fte r th e n u m b er of 
w omen and children left alive on the 
(aland had l»een reduced to the limit* 
of the amall supply of cocoanuts th at 
the ravage* of scurvy ceased. 
For 
more than tw o lear* the*e survivor* 
w ere forced t i subsist on the flesh snd 
egg* of gannet.* arid gulls aud occa 
atonally fish. 
T he officers and crew of th e w arsh ip 
raised a fund of 
for th e relief of 
the refugees, who have been landed at 
a Mexican port.

Tile tubers keep best at a tem 
p era tu re of from 34 to 80 degree*

I higher tem p eratu re w hen the potatoes 
are first stored will md hurt them 
W hen stored in th e cellar the p o tato e s 
should be placed In bins to the depth 
of about one foot or. la tte r, in boxes 
raised a few inches from the floor 
' Boxes or bins m ay be placed In tier* 
if provided with air space*. 
P arsnips, carrots, turnips and beet* 
will keep fresh and whole and will not 
shrivel up if they are stored in boxes 
j filled with sand.

They can be cured by merely 
spreading on the ground a n tu well

A fter the beans and peas are 
dried they can be th rash e d and tilt 
seed recovered.
